in th e Merrill case. Our neigh bors p rob­ 
ably received th eir information from gen­ 
tlemen wh o acted for th at city in th e de­ 
fense 
and are th emselves, 
p erh ap s, 
grumblers. Among th e oth er comp laint! 
th e p ap er h as th is to say ; “Fault was 
found by Judge Eustace with th e city be­ 
cause, as h e ch arged, it h ad not used dili- 
geuce in p rocuring witnesses in th e Mer­ 
rill case. Th e judge must h ave forgotten 
th at Mrs. Merrill suffered an entire y ear 
to p ass before sh e exp ressed a p urp ose to 
sue th e city , and it is not easy te find p er­ 
sons wh o can remember a little break in 
a sidewalk after a y ear’s time. Th e judge 
p robably did not know th at Mrs. Merrill 
did not comp lain at th e time and th at th e 
first intimation tli*t sh e comp lained of 
being h urt was in October 18 8 5, alth ough 
sh e h ad th e fall in October 18 8 4. And, 
farth er, th e ch ief difficulty , was in find­ 
ing out in wh at p art of th e city th e fall 
occurred. It would be difficult, indeed, 
to find a p arallel case any wh ere. Not to 
comp lain for a y ear to any of th e Sterl­ 
ing auth orities, and th en to receive a two 
th ousand dollar verdict for injury wh ich 
two comp etent and intelligent p h y sicians 
swore migh t h ave been caused by suffer­ 
ing th e arm to lie unused in one p osition. 
In view of th e facts in th e case, we th ink 
th o judge bore down righ t h eavily up on 
th e city .” In a subsequent issue of th e 
Gazette one of th e attorney s for th at city 
rep orts h is grievances in substance as 
follows: He advised an ap p eal. He h ad 
in th e ease a Dixon judge, Dixon attor­ 
ney s, and a Dixon comp lainant, wh ile all 
th e jury save one was from th e west end 
of th e county . He lacked evidence. Th e 
woman Meriill waited a y ear, and it is al­ 
most imp ossible to find p ersons wh o could 
testify with any certainty as to condition 
of a sidewalk one y ear back. He h ad 
tried, and so h ad th e may or and th e mar­ 
sh al with out avail 
At th e trial, two doc 
tors, one from Sterling and one from 
Morrison, h ad testified tbat th e comp lain 
ant could use h er arm, and th at it was, as 
is th e righ t arm of most h ealth y 'p eop le, 
somewh at larger th an h er left and h er 
righ t h and was a trifle larger th an h er 
left, and not wasted, as h as been alleged. 
He could offer th e affidavits h e offered at 
motion for a new trial, viz.: th at Mrs. 
Merrill h ad been seen to use ty er arm, (it 
will be remembered th at sh e swore sh e 
could not use it); also th e affidavits tbat 
sidewalk was well ligh ted by gas, so th at 
a two-inch crack was p lainly visible at 
time and p lace Mrs. Merrill received h er 
alleged h urt.” Th e matter was brough t 
before th e city council und an ap p eal de­ 
cided up on. May er Street said h e h eard 
th e evidence in th e Merrill case. It was 
a question as to wh eth er th ere was any 
liability . He did not believe th at any 
p erson not connected with th e case would 
h ave said, in any event th at more th an a 
five h undred dollar verdict would h ave 
been brough t in.’\

aggregate of 108,000,000, against 113,000,000 
in 1886, and 162,000,000 in 1885. 
Adding 
the visible supply and estimated quantity 
represented in 
flour the aggregates for 
the country are 19 5,000,000 bushels, against 
^00,000,000 in 1886, and 245,000,000 in 1885. 
The ex portable surplus for the nex t four 
months is apparently not ex ceeding 50,000,- 
000 bushels, possibly less. 
Estimates based on special return s for 
twelv e western states in d icate 399,000,000 
bushels of corn , again st 655,060,000 a year 
ago, an d 556,000,000 in 1885, as stocks on 
han d an d n ot con sumed on farms, etc. 
Esti­ 
m atin g other portion s of the coun try, the 
aggregate stock in d icated is 548,OCR),000 bush­ 
els, or 32 per cen t, of the 1886 crop, again st 
812.000.000 lost year, an d 698,000,000 in 185-5.

Adjoining this co­ 
op erativ e kitchen ai*e the w ater closets, al- 
w a ji out of m jiair, and it is no uncommon 
sight b> see the CTiinese standing on bits of 
brick an« l stono and p lacidly ccxiking, while 
tho floor is <x>v(uim 1 w ith the ov erflow from 
the choked closets, and the atmosp here is like 
th at of a huge cattle stable a t the east when 
throw n oiien on a w inter morning. 
The 
c(X)lie seems to lx> able to liv e without air, for 
in the closets that serv e as rooms In the great 
hum an hiv e there ore nev er any means of 
v entilation, day or night. 
Y et the (X’cuijants 
ap p ear to tliriv e, and if cap acity to do hard

Each little station |X)urs forth its crowd ot 
dusky inhabitants, and although we hear 
the click of the teh*grai)h and see the well 
known sigq. of W ells-Fargo, we look in v ain 
for the enteriirisiiâg American.

The country is a p astoral 
one on an enormous scale.

As there are no

scamp ering away from the train.

p roaching we withdreiv from the windows, 
and after whiling aw ay a few houi*s cartl 
p laying, singing, etc., wo retired to our com­ 
fortable berths.—Cor.
